They Don't Kiok. 


Judge Nelson inflicts heavy fines on the 


small army of local gamblers before him 
in the county court yesterday and to-day. 
Some weeks ago lie committed a lot of 
young gamblers to jail in default of pay- 
ment of fines. After a time they secured 
their liberty by scheduling out as poor 
persons. This avenue of escape from con- 
tinued imprisonment is open to any per- 
son convicted of gaming who has no prop- 
erty and is ready to make the required 
oath. This week Judge Nelson might 
have filled the jail with the gamesters, 
but the judge concluded that the com- 
mitment of the offenders would be a farce 
as they could get out again in a few days. 
Instead of sending the men to jail, he 
swore each in turn, requiring each to 
make oath as to his possessions. Every 
man said he didn't own as mueh as $100 
worth of personal property, which the law 
allows an individual; had no money stuck 
away in a hole or in some friend's pocket 
and had no good notes or money due 
them. The court being satisfied that it 
would be farcical to tiend these poor per- 
sons to jail, he entered judgment against 
each in order and discharged them, this 
saving them the trouble of scheduling out 
of jail. This disposition of the indict- 
ments does not displease the gamblers. 
They all agree with the judge that it 
would be nonsensical to put them in jail. 
The judge lectured each man severely 
and told them, they would do well to give 
up their illegal calling. Some of the 
gamblers who were fined, gave security 
for fines and were discharged. 


In the County Court. 


Judge Nelson, presiding in the county 


court, has not struck a jury trial yet. On 
the call of the criminal docket, nearly all 
of the gambling offenders plead guilty 
and take their medicine, those having 
property or money paying up, and those 
who make oath that they haven't a cent 
getting free with the judgment standing 
against them. In the liquor cases de- 
fendants by Senator Johns entered mo- 
tions for a complete record in each cnse 
to be brought in from the circuit court. 
The judge overruled each motion in order, 
but the senator took exceptions. The , 
court held the gaming and liquor indict- |

Mrs. Kobinson, the Wholesale Poisoner, 


Found Guilty ol Murder in tbe 
First Degree. 


BOSTON, Mass., Feb. 13,-The jury in the 


case of Mrs. Barali J. Robinson, the 
alleged wholesale poisoner, yesterday 
morning rendered a verdict ot guilty of 
murder in the flrst dogree. In this trial 
s-ne was charged with the murder of 
Prince Arthur 
Freeman, her nephew. 


Mrs. Robinson had previously bean tried 
on the charge o£ killing her s°n a"d 
daughter, but the juiy disagreed. 
The 


incentive to all tho ci-imes of which she 
is charged »as allowed to be the securing 
of the life insurance of her victims. Not 
a muscle of the prisoner's face moved as 
she heard the words uttered. She stood 
storing vacantly at tbe court for a few 
moments and resumed her seat. 


The foreman was visibly affected as hB 


announced the verdict. 
Counsel Good- 


rich walked over to the dock and whis- 
pered to Mrs. Robinson. She seemed to 
be unconscious that be was talking to 
her, and as though she were dozed. Then 
followed 
a consultation 
between the 


judges and the counsel, and Goodrich an- 
nounced that he should take exceptions 
to the verdict on the ground thut the 
evidence relating to the cause of the 
death of Mrs. Freeman, which had been 
introduced had no bearing on the case. 
Judge Field announcsd that counsel for 
the defense cunld have until tbe -26th of 
February to file their exceptions, and the 
case will probably bo argued before the 
full bench in Boston at tbe March term. 


Meanwhile the prisoner seemed to be in 


a state of uttoi- collapse. The matron ol 
tbe jail tried to comfort her. It was 
then that tho prisoner broke down com- 
pletely. She moannd in a terrible man- 
ner, and the three women who stood neai 
her were moved te tears. It is understood 
that the jurymen arived at tho decision at 
fifteen minutes past six o'clock, fourteen 
hours and twenty minutes after they had 
retired. 


The seven supposed victims o£ Mrs. 


Robinson's poisoning were Moses, hei 
husband; Lizzie J., lior daughter; Willis 
J., her son; Fiince Arthur Freeman, hei 
brother-m-law; Mrs. P. A. Freeman, hei 
sister, and Oliver Sleeper, who boarded in 
her house and is supposed to have been a 
distant relative. Sleeper's death was the 
first. Moses Robinson, second, and Mrs. 
Freeman, whose death occurred in Febm 
ary, 1885, the third. Previous to Frino« 
A. Freeman's death, Mrs. Robinson had 
his life insurance rnaJo over to her. 


In June, 1886, P. A. Freeman died, hii 


infant child Laving died mtUe meantime. 
Thomas A. Freeman, a son of Prince A. 
Freeman, for whom there was $2,000 in 
trust, died a short time afterward; then 
came the dealh of Lizzie J. Robinson ond 
then Willie J. Robinson. Shortly before 
the letter's death. Mrs. Robinson was ar- 
rested on suspicion of having poisoned 
h«r children. She got $2,000 on Sleeper's 
death, $12,000 on Moses Robinson, $2,000 on 
P. A. Freeman, and the insurance of Lizzi' 
J. Robinson's life is still unpaid,
